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REMARKS 

Claims 1 - 27 are presently before the examiner. Claims 1-13, 15 and 21-27 are 
canceled herein without prejudice to re-claiming the subject matter therein in a 
subsequent application. Claims 14, 16 and 17 are amended herein. Finally new claims 
28 - 33 have been added. The new claims are fully supported by the specification and 
add no new matter. 

Non-compliant Amendment 

The examiner issued a Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment in which the 
examiner noted that (1) each claim has not been provided with the proper status 
identifier, i.e., original, currently amended, canceled, previously amended, new, not 
entered, withdrawn, withdrawn-currently amended; (2) the claims have not been 
presented in ascending numerical ascending order; and (3) new claims 25-27 overlap 
current claims 25-27, which is improper. The new claims should begin at claim 28. 

Applicants' response 

Claims 25 - 27 have been canceled. All amended claims have been designated 
as such. The new claims are now numbered 28 - 33 as required.
